The Cultivation of Broad Beans. — Early Mazagan and Dwarf Fan Beans may 
he planted in November, and a second sowing made in February, the rows being 
about 15 inches apart ; to be followed by the Long-Podded and Windsor varieties to 
secure a succession. The later sorts should be about 6 inches from plant to plant, and 
3 feet from row to row. This crop succeeds best on deep rich soil in an exposed 
position. On light and dry soils it generally gets attacked by the black blight and 
spoils. When the points suffer from this pest it becomes imperative to pinch them out 
and burn them.

Cultural Hints. 



To grow Mushrooms success- 
fully, the following requirements are 
essential : — Procure fresh stable 
manure (straw litter manure, not 
peat litter), shake out well, leaving 
as little straw as possible ; the better 
the manure the better the bed will 
bear. After shaking out, stack your 
short manure closely like as for the 
preparation of a hot-bed, and there 
let it remain for a week to have a 
good heating, then turn it over and 
place what has been outside the 
heap into the centre; repeat this 
turning at intervals of three days 
(four turnings should be sufficient), 
and if dry, use water enough to 
moisten it gradually at each turning; 
this will get the material into right 
condition for the beds, as moisture 
is one of the most important points 
to study and the right texture of the 
material depends almost entirely 
upon this proper state of moisture. 
If you get your material right in this respect, whatever shape you make your beds, whether flat beds or ridges, 
you will not be likely to experience any trouble afterwards. It should be remarked here that the ideal 
temperature is 55 0 to 60°, but Mushrooms do come at a much lower temperature very slowly ; a higher 
temperature than 60° should be avoided if possible.

Everyone should enjoy the pleasure of a salad several days a week, at all events during the summer season, 
with but trifling expense.

The roots are then lifted, and 
a few at a time placed in boxes of rich sandy soil, leaving 
crown well above the surface. After a good watering these 
boxes are stood in a perfectly dark place, and in a few weeks, 
according to the heat, some nicely blanched leaves will be fit 
to gather. More roots, kept in a cool place until wanted for 
bringing along in heat, may be similarly treated.

THE ADVANTAGES OF PLANTING A RELIABLE CHANGE. 




An aerial stem bearing tubers, a 
phenomenon which has been very 
prevalent in trials the past season. 



It is generally admitted that one of the most fruitful elements of the potato 
disease is supplied by a repeated growth year after year of the same stock of potatoes 
on the same land. 

Another danger frequently recurring is the gradual undermining of the con- 
stitution of the potato by injudicious selection, alternately resulting in a weakly, 
impoverished stock that too readily succumbs to the earliest attacks of the potato 
murrain. 

Too muc.h importance cannot be attached to this subject, and a change of 
seed is positively essential if a thoroughly reliable and superior crop is expected. 

Our Stocks have been grown and selected with the utmost vigilance, and under 
normal conditions of soil and situation will produce first-class crops. 

Our Crops are especially grown for seed purposes ; that is to say, they are not 
over-fed for the sake of producing enormous tubers. They are kept true to name and 
description, and arc not lifted until thoroughly ripe. 

We go to this trouble and expense with a view to make our potatoes as 
disease-resisting as the season will permit. 

We grow potatoes in England and Scotland, on the chalk in Kent, on 
the sand in Bedfordshire, on the rich warp-lands in Lincolnshire, so that we possess the 
advantages of supplying a distinct change of seed to every customer. 

We do not list several of the rank-growing new varieties which need too much 
space in ordinary gardens, neither do we catalogue others in which we can find no 
merits. 

One of the constantly recurring questions put to us by our customers each year is 
“ which may be considered the best varieties of potatoes for First Early, 
Mid-Season, and Main Crop respectively ? ” To answer this it would be necessary to 
be acquainted with the characteristics of the soil in every garden and the tastes of ever) 
grower. Some potatoes lake more kindly to a particular soil than others, but those 
w ho have tried several of our w'ell-known varieties have proved which potato suits their 
soil and culinary requirements, and, acting on the axiom of “ find a friend to keep a 
friend, ” continue to grow' the same variety year after year. 

This practice is a good one providing that a constant change of seed tubers is 
maintained, though it tends to increase the list of popular varieties from the number of 
which it is difficult to make a selection of the best. 

Many years of close observation, however, of potato culture under varying soil and 
climatic conditions, together with the results of our own trials at Rayncs Park and 
Forest Ilill, and the confirmatory reports we receive from time to time from customers 
in all parts of the country, have enabled us to mention the three undermentioned 
varieties as the best and most suitable for general purposes.

Our house has long been famed for its Cinerarias, and extra care has been taken in the selection of the 
plants. The colours are simply lovely, consisting of vivid self and brilliant bordered varieties, in an unequalled 
diversity of shades. 

Sow seed in pans filled with a good light sandy compost in spring up to the beginning of June, and place in a cool frame. 
Transfer to small pots as soon as the seedlings have developed their leaves, and pot on as the plants require it. They should be 
grown in a cold frame until frost necessitates their removal to a greenhouse. Even in winter they should not receive much artificial 
heat.

Owing to the ravages of the Hollyhock rust 
or brand, the cultivation of this stately plant 
has been given up in many gardens. 

Now that so many beautiful forms are to be 
obtained quite true from seed, this delightful 
subject should again become popular, as seed- 
lings are less prone to the disease than plants 
raised from cuttings. We therefore recommend 
our customers to again give this useful plant a 
place in their borders. 

Where plants have suffered from rust in 
previous years, seedlings should be sprayed 
with Bordeaux Mixture early in spring, and 
again when the flower spikes are forming. 

Seed is usually sown in summer, and the 
plants grown on to flower next season, but some 
prefer to sow in boxes or on a hot-bed early in 
the year, prick the young plants out, and plant 
out in April to bloom same summer. We can 
supply plants in spring.

During recent years it has been 
greatly improved both in habit and range of colours, and is fast becoming one of the most popular of border 
flowers. When given plenty of room and the seed-vessels are kept regularly picked off, it will last through the 
whole of the summer. Owing to its sweetness the bees are very fond of it and its floral favours also attract all 
the most beautiful types of butterflies to the neighbourhood. 

Sow the seed in heat in February and March in a pan or small box, and transplant the seedlings three inches 
apart in larger boxes ; harden off as spring advances, and set out in the border towards end of May. They may 
also be sown where intended to grow.

Culture of Schizanthus in 
Baskets. 

Seed should be sown in July, August, or Septem- 
ber in well-drained boxes or pans in a compost of three 
parts sandy loam, one part leaf soil, one-sixth part 
silver sand, all run through a §-in. sieve. The boxes 
should then be filled with the mixture to within $-inch 
of the top and given a good watering in preparation 
for the seed, which should be sown evenly and covered 
with sufficient soil to bury the seed. Then place the 
boxes in a cold frame or greenhouse, covering them 
with paper to keep the light from them until the 
seedlings appear, when the shading may be removed. 
Bright sunlight must be avoided at this stage. When 
the seedlings are ready to pot, they should be placed 
singly in thumb pots, well drained, and returned to 
the frame or greenhouse close to the glass; water 
should not be given for a day or two if the soil is in a 
moist condition, but a light syringing is beneficial on 
bright days. When the plants are two inches high, 
take out the points to encourage lateral growth, and 
as this advances place neat little stakes to the plants. 
When the pots are full of roots they should be trans- 
ferred into 48's or 50 ’s and returned to the greenhouse 
for the winter. Plenty of air must be given at all 
times, and the temperature should be 50 0 by day and 
45 0 at night. About the end of February the plants 
will be ready for baskets. The number of plants 
depend on the size of the basket; 12-in., i5-in. ; 18-in. 
are the most suitable sizes of baskets. A 12-in. will 
take six plants, five round and one in the centre, and 
the other sizes in proportion ; the baskets should be 
well lined with moss and filled with a compost of three 
parts fibrous loam, one part well-rotted manure and 
silver sand, with a little dusting of bone meal. They 
should now be suspended below a greenhouse roof and 
allowed to grow freely, fastening the growth to the 
baskets until they are covered ; the tips can be pinched 
for a little time to make them uniform. At this stage a 
little artificial manure will be beneficial until the plants 
show flower, when it can be discontinued and only 
clear water applied.
